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The question of why God would create Satan, knowing that he would rebel, is a complex and challenging one 
that has been debated by theologians and believers for centuries. As we delve into this issue, it's important to 
approach it with humility, acknowledging that there are many aspects of God's nature and His ways that are 
beyond our full understanding. The Bible instructs us, "The secret things belong to the Lord our God, but the 


things that are revealed belong to us and to our children forever" (Deuteronomy 29:29). 


Did God Know Satan Would Rebel? 


The Bible is clear that God is omniscient, meaning He knows all things. As the passages in Job 37:16, Psalm 
139:2-4, 147:5, Proverbs 5:21, Isaiah 46:9-10, and 1 John 3:19-20 indicate, God's knowledge is perfect and 
infinite. He is aware of the past, present, and future in their entirety. The Scriptures leave no doubt that "His 
understanding has no limit" (Psalm 147:5) and that "He knows everything" (1 John 3:20). Therefore, the answer 


to the first part of the question is yes — God knew that Satan would rebel against Him. 


Why Did God Create Satan Knowing He Would Rebel? 


This is the more challenging aspect of the question. Since God is all-knowing, His decision to create Satan 
must have been part of His sovereign plan from the beginning. We can't assume that things would have been 
"better" if Satan had never been created, as that would be presuming to know better than God. As 1 Corinthians 
13:12 reminds us, "For now we see in a mirror dimly, but then face to face. Now! know in part; then I shall know 


fully, even as I have been fully known." 


Possible Reasons: 


e Lucifer (Satan) had a good and perfect purpose before his fall. His rebellion did not change God's original 
intent from something good to something bad (Genesis 1:31). 

¢ God's sovereignty extends even to Satan's fallen condition. God is able to use Satan's evil actions to 
ultimately bring about His holy plan (1 Timothy 1:20, 1 Corinthians 5:5). 

¢ God's plan of salvation was ordained from eternity past (Revelation 13:8). Salvation requires something to 
be saved from, so God allowed Satan's rebellion and the spread of sin. 

e The suffering that Satan brought into the world became the means by which Jesus, in His humanity, was 
made the complete and perfect Savior of mankind (Hebrews 2:10). 


e From the very beginning, God's plan in Christ included the destruction of Satan's work (1 John 3:8). 


Ultimately, we cannot know the full reason why God created Satan, Knowing he would rebel. As 1 Corinthians 
13:12 states, "For now we see ina mirror dimly, but then face to face. Now | know in part; then | shall know tully, 
even as | have been fully known." To claim we know better than God how to run the universe would be the 
same as falling into Satan's sin of promoting himself above the Most High (Isaiah 14:13-14). Instead, we should 


humbly acknowledge the limitations of our understanding and trust in God's perfect wisdom and sovereignty. 


Safeguards Against Presumption 


It's important to note that the Bible provides safeguards against presuming to know more than we can. 
Deuteronomy 29:29 reminds us, "The secret things belong to the Lord our God, but the things that are 
revealed belong to us and to our children forever, that we may do all the words of this law." This verse cautions 


us against speculating about matters that God has not clearly revealed to us. 


Conclusion 


The question of why God created Satan, knowing he would rebel, is a challenging one that requires us to rely 
on the truth of God's omniscience and sovereignty. While we may not have all the answers, we can trust that 
God's plan is perfect, and that He will ultimately use even Satan's rebellion to bring about His good purposes. 
By maintaining a posture of humility and faith, we can find comfort in Knowing that God is in control, even when 
we cannot fully comprehend His ways. As 1 Corinthians 13:12 assures us, one day we will know fully, even as we 


have been fully known.
